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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 

October and November indicators showed favourable gains inthe agricultural, manufacturing, mining 
and construction industries inthe province. Thelevel of consumer spending failed to record any significant 
increases however, Hee unemployment reached it's highest level of the year in December. 

November farm cashincomefrom grain sales exceeded year - earlier levels for the third consecutive 
month. Total farm cash income for the first eleven months of 1970 was approximately $35 million or 6% 
greater than for the corresponding period in 1969. 

Manufacturers November shipments were 8.1% higher in value than in 1969. Output and sales of 
packing plants continued well above the previous year. Generation of electricity during the period was up 
12% over 1969. 

Mining output in the province during October and November remained as favourable as in previous 
months. Production ofcoal, crude oil, naturalgas and sulphur continued atrecordlevels. The cumulative 
production figures to the end of October showed the following increases over the equivalent period of 1969: 
Coal - 51%, crude oil - 15%, natural gas - 16%, propane - 20%, butane - 21%, sulphur - 15%. 

The value of building permits issued in October and November exceeded the corresponding months 
in 1969 by 63% and 88% respectively. The major increase occurred in permitsissued in Calgary. Although 
this was a reversal from the trend in prior months the eleven month totalremained well below the previous 
year. Loan approvals continued their upward trend in November and dwelling starts exceeded year - earlier 
levels for the second consecutive month. 

The all - items consumer price index crept up by 0.1% in December to reach a level 2. 2% higher 
than a year ago. Between November and December the food index rose 0.3% and transportation increased 
0. 2%. 

The latest cumulative figures for wholesale and retail trade show little change from the correspond- 
ing periods in 1969. Decreases in wholesale sales of auto supplies and equipment, farm and construction 
machinery and equipment, and lumber and millwork, have precluded wholesale trade from registering a 


major gain during 1970. The decreasein retail trade is due mainly to a 16% drop in sales of motor vehicle 


dealers. 


In December, 1970 the 5. 7% unemployment rate in the province compares with the December, 1969 
rate of 2.8%. Thelabour force was estimated at 629,000; a decrease of 4,000 from December, 1969. The 
latest figures for labour income show a 10.9% increase over the January - October 1969 period. Unemploy- 
ment insurance payments to October were up 57.5% over 1969; provincial social allowance payments over 


the January - November, 1970 period increased by 21.4%.

MEMORANDA 
Air passenger statistics for 1969 indicate that Calgary ranked fourth among Canadian cities in total 
number of passengers (embarking plus debarking) on domestic flights. The number of passengers was 
666,000. Edmonton ranked fifth with 649, 400 passengers. In order oftraffic volumes by city pair, Calgary - 


Edmonton ranked third with 213,000 passengers during the year. 


The value of mineral production in Alberta for 1970 is estimated at $1,394 million, up from St. 205 


million in 1969. 


Mileage of oil pipe line systems in Alberta totalled 9,799 miles at December 31, 1969. Gathering 


lines totalled 4,865 miles, trunk lines 4, 795 miles and product lines 139 miles. 


In 1969 rated bed capacity of the 115 general (non-restricted admittance) hospitals in the province 
was 10, 264 or 6.6 per 1,000 population. Percentage occupancy for the year was 73.1%. The number of 
discharges (including deaths) was 306, 842 or 196.6 per 1,000 population. A totalof 17, 724 persons (exclud- 
ing medical staff) were employed full time in the general hospitals. Costs of operation and maintenance 


amounted to $47. 22 per patient day. 


In September, 1970 the provincial Government employed 46, 763 persons. Total payroll for the 


January - September, 1970 period was $209.9 million. 


During the 1969 - 1970, fiscal year 735, 729 motor vehicles were registered in the province, an in- 
crease over the previous year of 32,578 vehicles. There were 508,835 automobile registrations, 205, 739 
truck registrations and 16,370 motorcycle registrations in the province. The number of drivers licences 
totalled approximately 881,000 upfrom 813,000in 1968. The average population per motor vehicle was 2.1 


and the average population per passenger car was 3.1. The number of passenger cars per family in 1969 


averaged 1.47. 


In 1968, contractdrillers for the petroleum industry grossed $70.6 millionin Alberta. Totalsalaries 


and wages paid amounted to $25.4 million. 


The amount of iron and steel used by Alberta manufacturers increased by approximately 110, 000 
tons or $16.4 million from 1967 to 1968. The quantity ofiron and steel consumed by Alberta manufacturers 


in 1968 amounted to 414,000 tons with a value of $70.4 million.

Key-punch operators in data processing centres are paid an 


average of $389 per month. 


Other examples of average monthly salaries include telephone operator, $345; female cook, $360; male janitor , 


$451; male duplicating equipment operator, $440; light truck driver, $482; warehouseman, $482; beginning level non- 


architecturaldraftsman, $518; registered nurse, $539; industrial laboratory technician, $632; and male office manager 


or administrative assistant, $859.
